Sir, 

Having completed our examination of the Accounts of the 
Parents Naticnal Educational TTnion for the year ending 31st 
Tlecember 1813, we now enclose for your consideration a draft- 
of the Be venue Account and Balance Sheet as at that date. 

The operations of the year have resulted in a surplus of 
Bevenue , after providing for the Staff Bonus, of iJl40 as 
compared with £l08 after making similar provision in 1913. 

There is a net increase of £58 in the receipts and a net 
increase of £26 in the expenses. The principal item of 
increase under the receipts is £3D for Books, the sales of 
Books increased substantially, but the rate of profit decreased 
from isfa to 16;i of the Sales. The increase in the Expenses is 
jp'enerally spread over the different items and does not appear 
to call for any special comment. 

With respect to the Beceipts from the Sales of Books, we 
have accepted as correct the Sales as shown in the Parents 
TTnion School Books Journals, since it is not poasibie in 



(’.ircurastanoes for us to oheok these amounts in any way. 

We would take this opportunity of mentioning that the work 
in connection with our examination of the accounts has materially 
increased since the time, ten years ago, when we undertook to act 
for a fee of £6:16:6 per annum, and we trust that the Committee 
will favourably consider the suggestion that the fee should be 
increased to £l0:10:0 in view of the extra time involved.

power which you may require.
